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Now after reading the Second Leſſon, taken 
out of the New Teſtament, we and the Lathe-

Next, we and the Luth:rans ſay the Jubilate 
Deo, or 100 Pſalm; which ſecond Hymn after the 
ſecond Leſſon ſhews how the Church hath pro- 
vided for our Delight, as well as our Neceſſities, 
by adding another Thankſgiving Song out of 
the Old Teftament, to fignifie that both the Old 
2 New Teſtaments agree in exciting us to praile

after the Phrygian Manner; nor did this butning 
of dead Bodies: continue any longer among them 
than till the Empire became chriſtianiz d, tot then 
Inhumation began to be reſtored. But among all 
Nations, there was none excell'd the Egyprians in 
their Care of the Dead, embalming chem in the 
moſt curious and coſtly Manner i imginable, which 
I believe to ſpring from their Beliet of a Reſurre- 
Qion, or elſe it was done with à Perſuaſion, that 
the Soul doth not chooſe à new Body to inhabit, 
ſo long as its former Habitation remains uncorrupt- 
ed; and certainly they did provide for this with 


exquifite Art, ſince many of the Bodies thus em- 
dalm' d near 3000 Years ago, are found intirè at 


this very Day. As for the Intetment of the
